orn in Cyprus on January 3, 1946, John Constantine 

came to Sydney, in 1954 where he began playing 

soccer at Enmore school, going on to represent 
Western Districts at three age levels before joining Apia and 
Pan Hellenic. He became a member of the Sydney Olympic 
board in 1976 before stepping up to President of the NSW 
Federation in 1982, holding the position to 1990 when he 
was elected chairman of the Australian Soccer Federation 
for five years. In his long sports administration career, he 
was section manager at the 1988 Seoul Olympic Games, a 
member of the Sydney Cricket and Sports Ground Trust from 
1985-1998, a member of the Sydney 2000 Olympic bid 
committee. As national soccer leader, he organised a 
corporate administration restructure, helped stage the 1993 
World Youth Championship, appointed by FIFA to various 
executive committees, negotiated Pay Television rights for 
Australian soccer. He was made a Life Member of Soccer 
Australia in 1997 and was awarded a Member of the Order 
of Australia for services to soccer in 1992.

asil Scarsella has had a long term involvement with 

Australian soccer. Born in Adelaide on September 2, 

1955, Scarsella began his serious playing career with 
Campbelltown City club in Adelaide where he was finally 
made a club Player Life Member. He moved on to 
administration where he rose to Deputy Chairman of the 
South Australian Federation before appointment to the 
Australian Soccer Federation executive in 1989. He was an 
ASF Commissioner until elected Deputy Chairman in 1995 
and Soccer Australia chairman in 1998. He was team 
manager of the Socceroos to the Barcelona 1992 Olympic 
Games and was made a Life Member of the South Australian 
Federation. He stepped down in 2001 from Soccer Australia 
to become president of the Oceania Football Confederation.

orn Sept 8, 1964 in Darwin, Farina began his playing 

career as a striker with Mareeba in Cairns in 1981 at 

the age of 16. He was invited to the AIS, joined 
Canberra and then Sydney City and Marconi after winning 
selection in the 1983 national Under 19 team for the World 
Youth titles. In 1988, he switched to Club Brugge in 
Belgium to become the leading goal scorer in a successful 
European season. Farina made his international debut for 
Australia as a substitute against China in Beijing in 1984 
and went on to make 86 appearances for Australia which 
included 37 A internationals and a total of 20 goals. He 
played in the 1988 Seoul Olympics, was signed by Bari in 
the Italian Serie A and returned to Australia in 1995 after 
three seasons in France. Farina took Brisbane Strikers to the 
National League championship and ended an outstanding 
playing career with his appointment as the Australian 
national coach for the 2002 World Cup campaign.

M joined junior . soccer and played with Altona City 

in the Victorian league before being signed by 
National League club South Melbourne for the 1979 NSL 
season. He had represented Victoria and then Australia in 
the World Under 19 championships in 1979 which 
attracted the attention of senior clubs. Fast and skillful, he 
developed into a sweeper, fullback or midfielder in a display 
of versatility. He toured Europe in 1980 with the Socceroos 
and was signed by English club Nottingham Forest. 
Davidson was a first team regular with Forest until back 
injuries affected his play. He represented Australia in three 
World Cup campaigns, the 1988 Olympic Games and was a 
key player in Australia’s 1988 Gold Cup Bicentennial win in 
Sydney. He retired as Socceroo captain after 76 matches, 50

orn in Holland, Bill Vrolyks came to Australia in 1945 with the 

Dutch Air Force. Started the Sydney Austral club, transferred to 

Leichhardt Annandale for a total of 510 first grade matches . 
Helped implement the first coaching structure in NSW and travelled 
interstate to assist the formation of similar groups, leading to the 
Australian Coaches Federation. Began coaching camps and clinics at 
Parklea Academy for 10 years without pay and was awarded Life e 

‘ Member of the NSW Coaches Federation. Coached NSW and State youth 

teams, has spent 50 years in the sport and awarded the OAM in 1988.

ong serving administrator, George Wallace was born in Croydon, 

England in August 1926. Before migrating to Australia in 1970, 

Wallace was a referee and administrator. He was appointed 
secretary/executive director of the Victorian Federation from 1970-1991 
when he became VSF president. In 1977, he was appointed as a FIFA 
Instructor on administration for the Development Program in Fiji and 
was involved in the 1981 and 1993 World Youth championships. He is a

trong defender who was born in England 9-3-57. Played for 
Bradford City (UK) before migrating to Brisbane to join Brisbane 
City in 1979 as a 21-year-old. Joined St George in Sydney in 1982 
under coach Frank Arok and developed into an outstanding central 
defender, Made his Australian debut against Thailand in Singapore, 
‘October 1982 and went on to play 51 games for Australia, 21 A 
internationals, including the 1986 World Cup campaign. 


idfielder born in England 14-1-54. Played in England and South 

Africa before coming to Australia to join newly formed NSL 

club Canberra. Consistent form won the attention of national 
coach Rudi Gutendorf after his transfer to Marconi at the start of the 
1979 season. He became Socceroo vice-captain after his first ae 
international against New Zealand in 1979. Played in the 1982 World 
Cup campaign and represented Australia 51 times, including 27 A 
internationals and two goals. 


nglish born Pat O'Connor migrated with her family to Sydney in 

1963 to become foundation member and captain of Bass Hill 

women’s team in 1965 and Prague women from 1968-70. With 
husband Joe, they formed the St George women’s team in 1971 which 
was unbeaten in seven years. She was captain of the first Australian X1 
to compete in Hong Kong at the first Asian Womens Cup in 1975, 
selected in the Asian All Star team. From 1968-77, she was the top goal 
scorer every year she played at club level. Played against New Zealand, 
foundation secretary of the Australian Womens Association and. Life 


Member NSW Womens Association. / 


orn Liverpool, England 8-8-53, Jim Tansey came to Melbourne 

where he joined Prahran Slavia in the Victorian State League. He 

quickly developed as a defender and was the Victorian 1976 
Rothmans Gold Medal winner and the Media Best Player. He played for 
Victoria before gaining Australian selection against the USSR in 
Melbourne, November 1975. Was selected in 1978 against Greece, 
toured overseas with the Socceroos and played in the 1982 World Cup 


campaign. He was selected 41 times for Australia, including 19 A class 
matches.

LES ERUATRENT 


Born September 1936, Les Broadbent began a long career in refereeing in 1973 which led to eight years as 
president of the AASRF and six years as Queensland AASRF president. Helped extend the national body 
to all States. Controlled four national grand finals and awarded two Queensland life memberships.

Newcastle-born Sid Grant worked for 36 years as a soccer writer for major Australian papers. Former NSW 
Association President, national selector, national team manager, he also served as Australia’s unofficial 
soccer historian from 1928. Awarded the BEM for services to sport and produced the first book to cover 
soccer in all Australian States. 2 


ERG EAT 


Born England 22-9-25, Eric Heath first became involved in Australia when chosen to tour New Caledonia 
in 1950 as a player. On retirement he switched to administration in which he became a Foundation Life 
Member of the VSF, Patron and Trustee, and elected treasurer when Soccer House was bought in 1960.

BOE MCSHANE 


Born Glasgow March 1, 1915, Bob McShane arrived in WA in 1925 and played with Margaret River before 
the family moved to Perth where he started 60 years work in soccer. He retired in 1952, turned to 
refereeing to hold executive positions before earning Life membership. WA trainer 1955-83, WA Youth 
team manager, Life Membership from the WA Federation and inducted into the WA Hall of Recognition in 
1996. 


ARTHUR OGERTS 


Neweastle-born (8-5-20), Arthur Roberts began 30 years as a referee in 1947 which included touring 
overseas teams, Cup and grand finals. On ending his active career, he became an inspector, chairman of 
the Examination Board and a 20-years term as President and Life Member of the Northern NSW Referees * 
Association. 


Bl TURNER 


Former player and referee from the Newcastle area, Bill Turner in 1979 formed the Northern NSW Schools 
Soccer Association for Under 15 teams. There were 34 entries in the original Turner Cup which has now 
spread Australia-wide to more than 400 schools. Turner has been president of the competition since it

Viennese born in 1932 and played for various clubs before joining F K Austria in 1953. Represented 


Austria in Under 18 in 1948 and seniors in 1955. Toured to Australia in 1957 and returned to join Sydney 


Played for various Sydney clubs, was captain-coach of NSW from 1960-63 and 
played for Australia against Everton in 1964. Highly skilled and earned the nickname of the "Little 


Professor". 


GARY BYRNE 


Born England 19-7-54 and came to Australia at the age of 12. Joined Marconi in the National League and 


was a member of the 1979 NSL premiers. Made his international debut as a substitute against Russia in 


1975 as a midfielder and took part in the 1978 World Cup campaign. Played 59 games for Australia, 35 A 


internationals. 


Gill TRUMMOND 


Sydney born product of West Sydney juniors who became an outstanding fullback. Played with Drummoyne 
and Leichhardt Annandale in Sydney before starting international career against South Africa in 1947. 


Also toured New Zealand (1948) as captain, Rhodesia and South Africa (1950) and played against England 


1951. Appeared at least 18 times for Australia, nine times as captain. 


ROBERT ULNA 


Born 6-7-60 and made his first impression as a defender in Perth before moving to Adelaide to join Azzurri

and West Adelaide. Switched to Melbourne and central defence and was rarely beaten in the air. Rejected 


overseas approaches from Holland to tour with Socceroos and play in the 1986 World Cup campaign. 
National debut against NZ, September 1985, to play 38 matches for Australia, two A class and two goals. 


KEN MURPHY 


Scottish born 19-6-56 and was on the Dundee playing staff before moving to Australia to join Melbourne 


Croatia. Signed for South Melbourne as an attacking midfielder for the 1983 NSL season. He won his first 


Socceroo cap as a substitute against England in Brisbane, June 1984. Murphy played 42 games for 
Australia, 16 A class, scored one goal and took part tin the 1986 World Cup campaign.

Although born in Croatia 29-9-44, Vojtek gained his football learning in Victoria with Essendon juniors. 

Won a place in Croatia seniors in 1962 as a winger and Victorian State honours before selection in the 

Socceroos to play NZ in Saigon in November 1967. Played in the 1970 and 1974 World el campaigns
